The situation of this Reserve so far removed from 
white people makes it hard to pet a good teacher to teach 
there. 


The only thing that will indtce a good teacher to 
sacrifice herself in such a place and under such conditions 
would be an extra salary and certain inducements if she would 
teach Domestic Science. The more work the more pay. 


A good teacher like I have suggested for Burnt 
Church would be the only salvation of thede people. Their 
Pastor W, McLaughlin lives over 14 miles away, this is surely 
a great misfortune, Stern measures, with both this and 
Burnt Church, would be the only wag. The Department must 
stani behind the teacher and aid her in every way. It would 
only mean one or two yeare at the most, of strenuous work; 
after that the harvest would be great.

We Indians must let you kuow thut since we are about to 
have a new school,we also want a new teucher.The one that we 
know will be able to advance the seholars and able to control 
them,The teacher we had last year was not worth even the 1/4 
of the salary thut was paid to her,for she could not teach 
the pupils as they should be taught.Our children are just as 
ignorant as the first duy they went to school,Besides they use 
their own language about the school,They say words thut should 
not be said by pupils of their age,and swear at the teacher and 
mock her,She only stands there and laugh at them,for she do not 
understand them;so it is very hard for her to be uble to cor- 
rect them.We saw a big difference between last yeur and this 
yeur When the inspector cume lust yeur they were a large number 
of scolars,This yeur only five or six.I do not see why the ins-

Built at Big Cove, New Brunswick. 


To be one story, 28 by 20 feet, 10 feet high 
to top of wall plates from the floor, snd 14' 3" 
from floor to the highest point of ceiling. See 
drawing. 

Dig a trench the full size of the building 
and porch two feet deep and two feet wide and care- 
fully hand lay a dry wall to the height of the 
ground, then upon this dry wall build with fair 
sized building stones a mason wall, with good 
well tempered mortar, 16 inches in thickness and one 
foot deep well bonded, with perfectly even sur- 
face ready to receive the utside 
building and porch, and to receive e centre sill 
puil¢ 3 piers in the same manner as the walls 18 
inches square, all the walls and piers to have the 
earth well rammed on each ef them when the 
mason parts are dry, and embanked up to the 
sills on both sides. 

Place upon a bed of mortar on the foundation, 
walls, and piers, sills 8 by 6 inches all around 
the main building and porch, and alsc the centre 
longitudinal sill, the whole to be properly halved 
at the corners and dovetailed into each other where 


necessary, and all thoroughly spiked or pinned to- 


gether with elm pins. Upon the sills place the 
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the joists 8 by 2,feet apart centres, well nailed 
to the sills and having one tier of herring bone 
bridging of 2" by 2" stuff well nailed. 

Scantling. The studding to be of scantling of 2" by 4" 
stuff doubled at the corners, and window and door 
jambs, well braced with two rows of braces and set 
16 " centres ready for lathine or sheeting, lower 
tier of braces to be 3 1-2 feet from floor. 

The roof or wall plates are to be 2" by 4" 
doubled, of long lengths with at least 2 feet scarf 
well spiked together and to the studding. The 
rafters to be 2" by 6" properly notched to fit the 
walls plates and well spiked thereto, having diagonal 
collars as shewn on drawings to act as ceiling joists, 
the diagonal collars where they cross each other are 
to be let into each other with a half inch box taken out 
of each timber, and the whole of the joimts being well 
spiked together. Rafters to be placed 2 feet centres 
and to overrun the roof as shewn on drawingse Upon 
the rafters nail good inch boards closely laid to- 
gether having a covering of tarred felt paper, upon 
which nail first class shingles set 5 inches to the 
weather, with weather boards 5 inches wide surmounted 
with 3 inch circular roll. Finish the roof with a 
pinnacle, as shewn on drawings, to school and porcny 
as also barge boards and cornice. The rafters and 
collar beams to porch to be 2" py 4" stuff collar 
beams 9 inches above fan light. 

Sheeting. The outside of walls to be covered with rough 
boards and then with best clap boards, having under 
them a good layer of tarred felt paper, carefully 


lapped at the joints. 
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Sheet the whole inside of the building and porch 
with tarred paper well lapped upon which put on 
diagonally 7/8 inch V jointed dry sheeting free from 
black or loose knots, shakes, or gum seams. 

Plastering In the event of plaster being used instead of V

Wainscoating. Jpinted sheeting, then the inside of the walls of the 


school shall be lathed and receive 2 coats of plaster, 
of plaster heing first put ony, then the wains- 

coating to the height of 3 1-2 feet from the flooring 

surmounted with a 2" inch cap and the facings to the 


windows and door jambs to be put on, then the second 


coat to be put on, @Re wainscoating to be o! narrow 


widths of v jointed stuff put upright ; finished at 


the floor with eg one inch by one inch strip as 
here shewn ; the ceiling joists or collar beams of the 
rafters to be covered with tarred paper, then to be 
battoned at 16 centres and lath and plastered two 
coats. The plaster to be made with clean water, 
good sharp sand and stone lime well rendered and mixed 
with a due proportion of cow's hairs the whole to he 
run a week before using. Angle bead and plaster the 
chimney breasts. 

Flooring. Floor the school and porch with 1 1-2 tongued 
and grooved good flooring not more than 6 inches in 
width closely laid and blind nailed. The flooring

Provide and hang with 3 = 4" butts two four- 


paneled doors 2 inches thick, 7 feet high, and 3 feet 
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feet 9 inches wide, having rebated frames 2 1- 
thick. Fix and provide best 6" American locks 

door, with two keys to each, and suitable furniture. 
The doors to open outwards. 

Provide and fix seven English sashes 1 3-4 inches 
thick of best stuff tc receive 15" by 28" glass, prime, 
bed, point, and back putty all the 71a88>s supplying 
all stops and fastenings. 

Provide and fix front door steps as shewn on 
drawings, firmly and well made, and resting on sunk 
cedars or tamarac posts, having 2 inch coverings with 
nosing. 

Build with best burnt brick a chimney and stack 
as shewn on drawings, starting support 7 1-2 fet from 

floor, firmly f-ame into two 4" by 4" studs placed 
there for the purpose, ana bolt 
braces, and build tre reupon a flat frame made as 
shewn on drawings, covered with 3" inch plank, the chim- 
ney where passing through the ceiling frame for further 
suppert between cellar beams. Well parge the flue 
throughout, which is fo be 8" by 8" full, place pipe 
hole as shewn on ‘rawingSs with ring and stoppere The 
stack to be finished as shewn. Fix chimney flashines. 

Knot, prime, stop, and paint with two-coated 
work, priming al} the inside wood work except the 
floors with Sherwin ana Williams paint. The outside 
of building, except roof, to be nainted with two coats 
of paint made with raw linseed oil and good white lead 
properly mixed with such other colours as the officer 
in charge of the work shall ehoose, also knot and stop 
where necessarye Fix and paint with three good soats 
the black board where shewn on drawings. 


Facingss 
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General. 


The facings outside, to the door and windows, to 
be plain, and as shewn on drawings. The sills of the 
windows and doors to be of tamarac, properly throated 
and weathered. The inside architraves to be 4" by 
1", and for doors 6" by 1%, 0.G- moulding to surmount 
as finish of 2 1-2" by 3 1-2" for doors. 

Beare boards as shewn on front elevation to school 
and porch to he fixed with pinnacle, a plain barge 
board will be put to the rear gable for finisny, a 
hatchway (2' X 2') two feet square to be placed in 
cailing for access to the attic, and two rough boards 
will be nailed on cellar beams to pass from one end 
of attic to the other. The trap for the hatchway 
to be attached to frame with 2 - 3 inch butts and admit 
of being easily opened and shut to act as ventilator. 
Also 4 ventilators as shewn on Plan, with registers 
of metal in the base-board to conduct the iar to the 
attic. 

Supply and fix 50 strong double clothes hooks 
on puttons 1 1-4" X 5" well spiked to the studs of the 
porch and school, 15 to he put in the porch and 35 to 
be put in the schoolroomy, all 5 feet from the floor. 

Provide 21 double seats with desks, 5 of 22 
inch high, 5 of 23 inch highs 5 of 24 inch high, and 
6 of 26 inch high. 

Supply a good txanle with drawer and lock and keye 
Table 2' 8" in height and 2 1-2 X 3 1-2 top surface, 
and three good plain chairs, also a cup-board 6 feet 
high by 2 feet square, with shelves, door, lock, and 
key. 

The whole of the work is to be executed ina 


workmanlike manners The materials used for the 
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the construction to be good in all respects, and 
be put together ina thorough manner. 

Supply and fix a beel and bell cot ready to 
receive bell as shewn on drwingS, to be firmly 
bolted to diagonal collars and rafters having hatch- 
way and secure covering ; weight of bell not to 
exceed 20 pounds. 

No extras are allowed unless permitted in writing 
by tha officer in charge of the work and assented to 
by the Department. The contractor is to supply all 
plant and materials for construction and carrying 
on the building to its termination. 

Any dispute in connection with the work is to 
be decided by the Department's officer, from woose 
decision there will be no appeal. The drawings 
and specifications are the property of the Nepart- 
ment, and are to he returned, otherwise a charee 
will ve made for them.

schools throughout the province, 


The Department's attention should be given in nernest to 
this reservation and school, When the teacher arrived 
she had no place to board and finally got two rooms in 
the chief's house, I thought the teacher's house theme 
should have been prepared for her, 


Under the careful care of Miss Isaace I believe this school 
will improve. She is the best teacher I could get, at 
present, emong the Indian schools of the province. In 
going there I promised her that she would have a good 
home and school @ll newly arranged, for I expected the 
Department to casry out my reports as best they could. 
When Miss Isaacs arrived she found the teacher's appart- 
ments there so filthy that she was forced to get rooms 
in the Chief's house, The painting th the school house 
is poorly done. The kalsomine over the plaster was so 
thin that it would have been better if the school had 
never been touched, The plaster is still broken. The 
teacher has an old table for a desk. 


Whether the interior of the school is done in "Bee's 
Beer", or the man or men were under its influence, I can- 


not say, yet, it is fine production of some unbalanced 
brain. 


There was neither coal or wood at this school when I 
was there.

The plastering of the walls 
is done with Rockwall gene best kind of materiall 
that can be used down in this part of the country, as 
it is a quick drying sort of plaster, very suitable 
for use in a damp climate.

Last summer in your letter 
dated Tuly 4th, reference was made to painting 
the school buildings of the Big Cove Indian 
Reserve. But it was not thought necessary to 
have the work done until this year. 


I have recently visited the 
above mentioned school, and find that the buildings 
should be painted this summer. 


There are four buildings not 
including the two outhouses that should be 
painted. The regular school and teachers residence; 
the old school,used for domestic science class 
room; and woodhouse and coal shed. 


The two outhouses should also 
receive a coat of paint; and have a screen erected 
in front of each door. 


The cost of this work would be 
approximately $300.00 for material and labour. 


If the Department decides to 
have this work done I would advise that it be 
undertaken at as early a date as would be convenient 
to you, in order that a painter can be engaged 
before they are all employed at other work. It is 
sometimes difficult to get a good man for this sortc 
of work.

\. diferent directions to try if it would give 
\ satisfaction, but without favourable results. 


When the stove is placed far enough 
from the chimney to heat the rear of the school, 
it will not draw properly, and smokes the 
school room; and then when it is moved near enough 
to the chimney to make it draw, it is too far 
from the rear of the room to heat it. So that is 
the situation. On very cold days the children have 
to be huddled together up near the stove, and 
cannot occupy the rear seats at all. 


I do not know of any other way to

Now that the schools have commenced 
their fall term I find that there are a few children to 
be vaccinated and inoculated and we are cettine these 
completed. In visiting the schools I em stressing routine 
tooth brush drill, aministration of cod liver oil and 
personal cleanliness. Regarding the latter, I am asking 
the teachers to have a basin, soap (Lifebuoy preferred), 
nail brush and towels always in readiness, in case of need. 
I hope that we will ve able to resume milk lunches in the 
schools next winter. I would recommend thet the children 
of all reserves (excepting Tobique and Saint Mary's) be 
supplied with good bread end butter slong with their milk. 
I am asking the teachers to appoint one of the older 
children to be responsible for the cleanliness of the 
medical supply cupboards. 


I would like to visit all of our New 
Brunswick schools before making the proposed trip to 
Nova Scotia. This would probebly take another three or 
four weeks. I would then be ready to zo to Nova Scotia 
about the first or secom week of October.

Big Cove Day school, we will some minor repairs 
to the heater,and cooking stove in the teachers 
residence: We also need a few panes of glass for 
the windows of the school and basement of the 
teachers residence. With regard to the stove, it 
needs a lining for the firebox and a patch on the 
lining of the oven.

The Inepector also recommends that the woodwork of 
the new school building be washed, and the floors oiled.

The Department has received a communication from 
Rav, F. C. Ryan, Inspector of Inaian Schools for the Province 
of New Brunswick, regarding the Burnt Church Indian Day School. 
He states that the attendance of Indian children is in excess 
of the accommodation provided in the classroom, and recommends 
that a number of new desks be supplied and placed in the 
domestic science room, ana that the domestic science teacher 
take the first two grades, teaching from 9 to 11 A.M. and 
from 1 to 3 P.u. He also states that she could attend to 
the acomestic science classes by working a little later each 
day. 


We recently closed the school in Lunenburg, N.S., 
and have a suprly of desks on hand, which we are requesting 
the local Indian Agent to have securely crated and forwarded 
to Burnt Church, via Loggieville, N.5. When these desks 
arrive, I have to request that you will arrange to have them 
assembled and set up in the domestic science classroom, 
The domestic science teacher, Miss Evelyn Cahoon, can arrange 
to teach the two lower grades, carrying on the work during the 
hours mentioned above. Any cost involved in setting up these 
desks will be paid upon receipt of an account, in duplicate, 
properly certified.

It was agreed last year, when Mies Evelyn Cahoon 

was recalled from her duties as field matron, that by an 

increas® of salary they would also carry on Domestic 

Scienca, They did all that could be exrected., The 

result is thst this branch of our work has about completely 

fallen down, and the Peserve looks it. We must do somee- 

thing to better conditions, It is simrly imverative from 

every standpoint of view, 


I would, therefore, suggest that the Department 
send Miss Evelyn Cahoon back at her field work and heve 
another sister come in and teach the Primary Department, 

The Department could take $75 or $100 from both sisters' 
salaries and add $300 to this, or $500. This would be 

quite enough salary for a Primary teacher. Even $450 would 
be a fair salary. Both sisters should be willing to lose 

& part of their salary when this @xtra work is removed from 
them. We cannot,with 52 children of school age and the 
present state of the Indians on this our largest Reserve, 

let things stand as they are. We must meet the difficulty 
and surmount same before it becomes unsurmountadle, This 

to my mind, is the only solution to the question. Tt vidi 
oe the duty of the Field Matron to be the truant officer 

and report on all Indians &children of school age absent from 
the Reserve, their whereabouts, etc. This "Line-up", with 
all her duties of domestic science, caring for the sick, 
teaching economy, etc., that she so successfully carried on 
before, will be an incalculable one, uniting the present 
divergencies with a comvon unit that can alone spell success to 
this Reserve, To herefalter would be a huge mistake, 
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Memorandum: 


Rev. Father Ryan, tor of Indian Schools for 
New Brunswick, writes (Fille ) that the services of a 
field matron are require t Church Indian Reserve. 
In the past, the Department emploged two lady workers, both 
paid from School Vote. One was résponsible for the academic 
work in the classroom - the other for a noonday lunch, 
instruction in sewing, etc., and for field work. Last year, 
the classroom work, the teaching of domestic science and the 
preparation of the noonday lunch became so heavy - the average 
attendance being approximately 40 - it was necessary to let 
the field work go andi to divide the duties at the school 
proper. At present, Miss Marion Cahoon, senior teacher, has 
five grades and Miss Evelyn Cahoon, her sister, has three 
lower grades and the domestic soience. Their salaries are 
$800 an@ $650, respectively. Father Ryan now writes re ing 
the result of no field matron activity. His letter reads in 
part as follows: "The reserve looks it. ie must do something 
to better conditions.

I have for acknowledgment your 
letter of August 25, in which you seek depart- 
mental permission to teach during the month of 
September, 1941, rather than the month of 
January, 194°. 


I may state that immediately following 
the decision of the Department to operate Indian 
day schools for a 3 month rather than a 10 month 
period, sympathetic considerstion was given to 
recuests from a number of teachers who selected 
certain months during which they wanted their 
schools closed. Our experience has taught us, 
however, that such exceptions create almost 
insurmountable difficulties in the Department. 
You can readily appreciate how difficult it is 
to make provision for the payment of salaries 
in the Treasury Division, the shipment of supplies 
and administration generally, when exceptions are 
made.

Rev. Father Ryan, in a report on his recent 
inspection of the Burnt Church Indian Day School, strongly 
recommends that the interior of the senior classroom be 
painted and the woodwork in the room used by the Primary 
Department well washed, and the floors scrubbed in both 
roome end, when dry, given a cont of hot oil. I have to 
request thet you will furnish an estimate of the cost of 
having the woodwork end walls of the senior room painted, 
as recommended by the Inspector. Any other cleaning as 
recommended by him may be carried out. When we have 
informetion ae to the cost of the painting, consideration 
will then be given as to whether funds can be provided 
for the work or not. 


The Inspector states that, owing to the condition 
of the drain, the cellar was filled with water and that the 
furnace could not be ueed. I have to request that you will 
furnish a report regarding what steps you would advise be 
taken to have the drain placed in good condition, and, if 
possible, give an estimate of the cost. 


You should arrange to have the out houses at 
this school cleaned, whitewashed end sny repsire required 
carried out, and these buildings pleced in a rood sanitary 
condition. 


The Inepector leo recommends that ea sand table 
be supplied. You may arrange to have a suitable table built 
locelly, keeping the expense for the purpose as low as possible. 


After the sbove york which you have been authorized 
to have carried out is completed, you should forward accounts, 
in duplicate, properly certified, covering the cost. 


The Inspestor has drawn attention to the seating 
arrangements in the Primary Department. He states thet at 
present lerge single desks are placed side by side, which take 
up the entire floor space. He recommends that 12 double desks 
be supplied. I shall be pleased to be advised as to whether 
you would recommend that the number of double deske os asked 
for by the Inspector be supplied or not.

I beg to acknowledge 
your letters of the 16th, instant referring 
to slight repairs, cleaning, painting etce, on 
the four Indian schools in this agency, and 
in reply will say that these matters 
will be attemed to immediately. 


The first thing I would like 
to take uppis the drain from the basement of 
the Burnt Shurch school. This drain is about 
800 feet long,from the school to where it 
empties into the river. About 400 feet from 
the school, the pipe which is 4 inches in 
diameter, connects with the drain from the 
basement of the Church, which is also 4 inches 
in diameter. This size of pipe is not large 
enough to carry off the volume of water from 
the both basement 6. 


The only thing that can be 
done is to dig a trench from where the drain 
from the school connects with the one from the 
Church,to the river,and contimue the pipe 
from the school without connecting with the 
pipe from the Church. This will mean that there 
will be a seperate drain from the school to the 
outlet at the river without intersecting the 
drain from the basement of the 6hurche 


This work will cost about $500.00 
for labour and material. It is true that for 
a period last spring, of about six weeks the 
furness could not be used on account of the base- 
ment being nearly full of water.

In 
reply I have to say that the Department was not 
aware that it would require the work and expend- 
iture mentioned by you in havine this drain put 
in a satisfactory condition. Our funds for the 
present fiscal year are extremely limited and it 
will not be possible to authorize the amount 
mentioned by you as being required for the material 
and labour in installing a new drain. 


Could not a drain, connecting the school 
and residence - if necessary to drain the residence - 
be constructed in a direct line from the school to 
the bay?

you: Now it it the furnace at the Burnt Church school 
that has about given out: It has been repaired 
one or more times and I do not believe it is worth 
repairing again, and another thing is that I know 
a heater that will cost about $45.00 will heat 
the building better than the furnace that is now 
used. Uhere is nothing else for me to do but recommend 
that a circulator heater be provided for this school at 
a cost of about $36.00 ( I have again looked up the price 
and find that the plain steel type only costs this figure) 
with additional cost for pipe of about $35.50. 


I believe that by using this 
circulating heater much fuel may be saved. If the furnace 
gives out entirely before receiving your letter I may 
have to set up this heater, as there is quite a good 
attendance at this school and I presume you would not want 
the school to be e@losed on account of the heating system.

I visited tne Burnt Church indian Day 
School on the 15th instant. The scnool building ie on a 
cement foundation, ie in good condition, and except for a few 
minor repaire will be satisfuctory during the coming winter. 


Both Rev. Futher Ryan, Inerector of Indian 
Schoole, anu the local Indisn Agent, Mr. Hudson, strongly 
recommend that, in order to retsin the services of teachers 
at this scnool, it is necessary that provision be wade for the 
erection of a residence to aocom odute two teuchera,. i 
«Ould recommena tnut urrangementse be made to have this 
building erected next sumer on the present school site. 
This is one of the laryest reserves in New Brunswick, anu it 
has always been difficult to obtain satistactory teuchers 
oWing to the lack of proper boarding accomodation. This 
reserve and the Big Cove reserve will be the two most 
important reserves in New Brunswick, as the Indians from the 
other reserves are gredually moving to these reserves. A 
coubined school with living quarters is in course of erection 
ut Big Cove, and, when the teachers ure installed, this will 
solve the question of proper school facilities at this 
reserve, The same arrangement shoulu be unuertaken at Burnt 
Church, where it is necessary that « married texcher or 
two single teachers be secured.
